During the past week many 
: questions have been asked about 
! wilt in cotton. Several farmers 
tell me that wilt is showing 
up in certain fields for the first 
time. This could certainly be 
true 
because 
wilt 
seems to 
show up particularly bad after 
each rain when cotton is fruit­ 
ing. This means that if we get 
rain within a few days we are 
likely to see more wilt show 
up. The nature of the disease 
and the way it affects the cot­ 
ton plant would cause this con­ 
dition. 
Two wilts are common in cot­ 
ton. In general, they can be 
identified by the type of soil 
where they are found. 
FUSARIUM 
WILT 
— Fu- 
sarium wilt is caused by a fun­ 
gus that lives indefinitely on or­ 
ganic matter in the soil. It is 
most serious on sandy soils. Fu- 
sarium 
wilt 
attacks 
cotton 
plants from the seedling stage 
to maturity. It causes stunting 
and death of the plants. The 
fungus enters the roots through 
wounds caused by root knot ne­ 
matodes but can also penetrate 
uninjured roots. It can also en­ 
ter the bolls and the seed. 
The earliest symptom of fu- 
sarium w’ilt are the yellowing 
and browning of seed leave's and 
small 
true 
leaves. 
Affected 
leaves eventually die and fall 
off. The bare stems soon black­ 
en and die. In older plants fhc 
first sympton may be stunting, 
followed by yellowing, wilting 
and dropping of most of the 
leaves. Leaf discoloration first 
appears around the edges near 
a vein. When a stem or branch 
is cut, a brown or black dis­ 
coloration is usually found just 
beneath the bark. Wilting usual­ 
ly occurs gradually. However, 
after a rain that follows a dry 
period, plants may wilt sudden­ 
ly and in large numbers. Wilted 
plants fruit earlier than normal 
plants and bolls are smaller and 
open prematurely. 
Control is very difficult but 
several things will help. Plant 
varieties that will give you all 
the wilt resistant possible. A 
soil fumigant can be applied to 
control nematodes but is an ex- 
jiensive method of control. Ap­ 
plication of balanced fertilizer 
with sufficient potash and rota­ 
tion with non-susceptible crops 
as corn and small grain will 
also help. 
VERTCILLIUM WILT - A 
-oil borne fungus that wiU at­ 
tack plants at any stage and 
especially during 
cool, 
wet 
weather. It causes stunting of 
he plant and damage to cot­ 
ton fibers. This disease is us- 
lally found on clay loam soils 
nainly along the river. 
The symptoms are similar to 
usarium wilt. Plants are stunt- 
aolted, leaves, 
squares 
and 
oils are shed; ave brownish 
teaks in woody part of plant 
ut is usually more evenly dis- 
ributed through the stem cen- 
ir than fusariurn wilt and If 
f a lighter brown. 
The control consists of rota- 
ions and planting more tolerant 
arieties. Thicker stands, shal 
ow cultivation, balanced fertil* 
ation with otheityor, TAO ETTA 
tv, rotation with other crops,

Late - Season Chemical 
Weed Control in Cotton 
Late season chemical weed 
control in cotton is a subject 
about which there is a great j 
, deal of comment among local 
farmers. Several Stoddard Coun- j 
ty Farmers applied lav - by ap- 
I plications of chemicals last year 
and indications are that the use 
of this practice will increase 
this year. 
A lay - by application con-; 
sists of an application of weed j 
control chemicals made at or 
soon after the time the cotton 
is laid by. The chemical will 
control annual weeds and grass- 
i es as they germinate for as long 
as 10 weeks under favorable 
conditions, and properly treated 
fields often remain weed free 
until the end of the growing sea­ 
son. Good control can be ex­ 
pected of morning glory, care­ 
less weeds, crabgrass. water- 
grass under favorable condit- 
tions. However, this treatment 
cannot be expected to control 
established Johnson grass, Ber­ 
muda grass and other perennial 
I weeds and vines. 
There are several advantages 
to the use of lay - by applica­ 
tions of weed control chemicals. 
It keeps cotton free of annual 
weeds and grasses until after 
harvest 
As a result, the effi­ 
ciency of the mechanical picker 
is not limited by the presence 
of weeds and grasses as is often 
the case. By keeping the field 
free of grasses, your cotton lint 
| will be grass free. This is very 
important as even modern gin 
machinery will not satisfactor­ 
ily remove grass from seed cot­ 
ton. and grassy cotton is penaliz­ 
ed price - wise at the market, 
i Consequently, the use of lay -by 
j chemicals would seem to be a 
paying proposition in 
certain 


cases. 
Lay - by application* are rec­ 
ommended for use on fields ia 
which heavy infestations of an­ 
nual weeds and grasses are a 
problem. This situation is mora 
likely to exist during wet sea­ 
sons or in fields that are irrigat­ 
ed during the summer. Divron, 
or Karmex as it is commonly 
known, is recommended for this 
purpose at rates ranging from 
0.5 to 1.0 pounds of active ingre­ 
dient per acre on sandy loam 
soils up to 1.0 to 1.5 pounds 
per acre on heavy clay soils. 
The spray application 
should 
be made on a weed free soil 
following the last cultivation. 
The chemical should be applied 
in a manner that will give com­ 
plete coverage of the row mid­ 
dles while directing the chemi­ 
cal away from the cotton plants. 
Moisture will be needed withill 
10 days 
after 
application 
td 
make the chemical effective; 
therefore, if rain does not oceuf 
I w ithin this period, it is very 
important that you 
irrigate 
if possible As you can see, irri­ 
gation makes the use of thi» 
practice considerably more prae 
tical. 
Fall seeded cover crops follow­ 
ing a lay - by application may 
be damaged by the 
residue 
from the chemical. Both re­ 
search and farm experiments in­ 
dicates that it is safe to follow 
such treatments 
with 
spring 
seeded crops. Because of the re­ 
sidue problem, it is recommend­ 
ed that the amount of divron ap­ 
plied during the year including 
pre-emergence, post - emergen­ 
ce. and lay -' by treatments 
not exceed rates ranging from 
1.2 pounds of active ingredient 
pier acre on sandy loam soil* 
up to 1.6 pounds per acre on 
heavy clay soils. 


Unfortunately after wilt shows 
i up in the field there is very 
j little that can be done for this 
j year. We will just hope that the 
j situation does not get any worse 
| than it is now. However, 
in 
planning for next year we need 
j to remember that moving cot- 
i ton 
to other fields will 
help 
j and 
some varieties are 
more 
I resistant to wilt than others. 
Still 
another 
thing that 
will 
help in many cases is to leave 
a larger 
stalk 
population 
in 
fields known to be infested with 
wilt.
